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Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Year  1958 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958* 
Home  Population 

The  Register  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
4,800  which  represents  an  increase  of  140  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  live  births  was  55  and  was  less  by  15  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  crude  birth-rate  of  11. 46  was  accordingly  lower  than  that  of 
15*02  in  1957>  and  the  adjusted  rate  of  12.03  taken  from  the  Registrar  General's 
Comparability  Factor,  was  also  much  lower  than  tliat  of  15*8  for  1957.  (it 
should,  however,  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  and  the  following  figures  are 
too  small  for  the  purpose  of  statistical  comparisons  and  that  small 
fluctuations  influence  the  rates  much  more  than  they  would  if  the  population 
were  large. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


There  were  two  female  stillbirths  one  legitimate,  the  other  illegitimate, 
and  the  rate  was  accordingly  35*09  compared  with  that  of  21.6  for  England  and 
Wales.  (This  is  a  good  example  how  very  small  figures  can  influence  a  rate 
disproportionately  to  that  of  a  larger  population). 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  infant  deaths,  which  compensates 
for  the  occurrence  of  the  two  stillbirths,  as  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths 
immediately  after  birth  are  closely  related. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  also  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  77  (46  M. ,  31  F.),  and 
the  crude  deathrate  was  accordingly  16.04;  when  adjusted  by  the  Registrar 
General' s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution,  the  rate  becomes  7.22,  and  is  considerably  lower 
than  that  of  11.7  for  England  and  Wales.  The  high  crude  deathrate  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  there  is  within  the  Borough  a  Hospital  for  the  Chronic  Sick. 

The  chief  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  which  are  normally  the  terminal  causes  of 
death  amongst  the  aged;  there  were  in  all  39  deaths  from  these  causes. 

Coronary  Thrombosis  was  the  cause  of  10  of  those  deaths  i.e.  2 5^*  The 
ages  at  death  ranged  from  65  to  80  years.  The  cause  is  still  obscure,  but  it 
is  thought  that  a  combination  of  factors  may  be  involved,  predominating  amongst 
which  may  be  (l)  prolonged  mental  tension  (2)  excessive  smoking  and  (3)  excessive 
fat  intake. 

Coronary  Atheroma  also  is  causing  an  increasing  number  of  deaths  and  may 
be  due  to  excessive  fat  or  food  intake  associated  with  insufficient  exercise. 


Cancer  was  the  cause,  as  expected,  of  the  second  highest  number  of  deaths 
i.e.  11,  the  majority  of  which  were  amongst  the  aged.  Procrastination  by 
patients  in  seeking  medical  advice,  allied  with  the  insidious  nature  of  the 
disease,  is  probably  the  most  common  factor  associated  with  late  diagnosis  when 
treatment,  at  best,  can  only  be  palliative. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  caused  3  (2M,  IF)  of  those  deaths.  The 
ages  at  death  were  57,  67  and  68  years.  The  hypothesis  that  excessive  smoking 
of  cigarettes  over  a  period  of  many  years  is  a  primary  or  contributory  cause 
has  many  advocates. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  unusual 
mortality. 

There  was  no  death  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  Borough  was  remarkably  free  from  Infectious  Disease  throughout 
the  year.  Only  two  cases  of  Measles  and  four  sporadic  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified. 

A  new  era  has  been  reached  in  the  prevention,  control  and  treatment  of  all 
the  serious  infectious  diseases  endemic  in  this  Country,  with  the  exception  of 
Influenza  for  'which,  however,  a  vaccine  may  be  prepared  in  the  immediate  future. 

Diphtheria  has  virtually  been  eradicated  by  immunisation,  which  has  been  a 
great  achievement  of  modem  medical  science;  for  example  no  case  has  occurred 
in  the  Borough  for  well  over  ten  years. 

Mass  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  has  not  yet  been  completed  but 
a  preliminary  assessment  if  its  effect  as  a  barrier  against  the  disease  provides 
firm  ground  for  hope  and  optimism.  For  example,  no  case  occurred  in  the 
Borough  or  surrounding  district  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  hoped,  too,  that  the  modern  vaccines  being  used  against  Whooping 
Cough  will  also  be  successful  in  the  prevention  of  this  distressing  children's 
disease. 

All  these  preventive  inoculations  are  available  gratis  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  or  from  the  family  Doctor.  The  Health  Visitors  are  the  key  personnel 
for  propaganda  and  the  personal  persuasion  of  the  parents,  with  whom  by  the 
nature  of  their  duties  they  are  in  intimate  contact. 

Tuberculosis 


Three  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  two  of  whom 
were  in  the  age  group  65  years  and  upv/ards. 

There  were  no  non-re spiratory  or  bovine  cases.  The  area  has  been  specified 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  to  the  effect  that  only  designated  milks  may  be 
sold  within  the  Borough.  This  was  a  great  step  forward  in  the  struggle  against 
Bovine  Tuberculosis  which  has  caused  untold  mortality,  morbidity  and  disability 
in  the  past. 

The  number  of  open  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  with  positive  sputa 
who  would  infect  others,  is  rapidly  diminishing  owing  to  improved  facilities 
for  diagnosis  and  detection;  in  this  latter  respect,  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  is  performing  valuable  work. 

B.  C.G-.  vaccination  is  offered  to  children  before  they  leave  school  and  shou.  i 
also  be  of  value  in  prevention  at  a  vulnerable  age.  The  improved  nutrition 
of  children,  which  has  never  been  at  a  higher  level,  is  also  a  powerful 
preventive  factor. 

Modern  treatment  is  very  effective  unless  the  disease  has  become  too 
advanced  and  is  facilitated  by  the  immediate  availability  of  Hospital  beds. 


V 
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That  there  was  only  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy 
of  modem  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you 
for  your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Services, 
and  also  to  thank  the  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation.

Water  Supply 

Considerable  works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  by  the  water  undertakers 
in  relation  to  the  filtration  plant  at  (roudhurst,  during  the  year,  which 
unfortunately  had  the  effect  of  discolouring  the  water  supply  from  time  to  time, 
as  and  when  deposits  of  manganese  on  the  old  filters  were  disturbed.  However, 
the  discolouration  has  now  ceased  and  the  water  is  of  the  highest  standard  of 
chemical  and  bacterial  purity.

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

In  relation  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  sewage  outfall  works  at 
Rolvenden  Road,  Tenterden,  the  Consultant  Engineers  were  instructed  to  draw  up 
the  contract  documents,  in  order  that  the  work  could  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as 
possible.  In  order  to  relieve  the  combined  sewerage  system  of  the  heavy  loads 
imposed  upon  it,  through  becoming  supercharged  with  storm  water,  two  additional 
storm  water  overflows  were  constructed.  These  operate  only  in  conditions  of 
heavy  rainfall  and  thus  lessen  the  risk  of  severe  damage  to  the  sewers. 

A  length  of  12"  sewer  was  dredged  and  cleaned  at  a  level  section  of  the 
system,  where  silt  and  foreign  bodies  tend  to  accumulate.  This  operation, 
although  costly,  proved  to  be  very  successful  in  increasing  the  rate  of  flow  of 
the  drainage. 

Housing 

(i)  New  Dwellings 

The  erection  of  a  further  twenty  Council  houses  at  the  Wayside  Estate, 

St.  Michaels,  was  at  an  advanced  stage  at  the  close  of  the  year  covered  by  this 
report.  These  dwellings  will  form  part  of  the  programme  for  housing  persons 
now  living  in  sub- standard  accommodation,  including  the  Fat  Ox  Corner  Hutted  Camp. 

When  completed,  a  total  of  241  Council  houses  will  have  been  erected  since 
the  last  war. 

Although  the  figure  of  18  completed  private  dwellings  during  the  year  is 
appreciably  lower  than  in  previous  years,  the  planning  for  development  of 
additional  private  estates  in  the  near  future  is  exceptional. 

( i i)  Improvements  and  Conversions  -  Housing  Act ,  1 949 

Twelve  schemes  were  submitted  and  approved  during  the  year  for  improvements 
to  elderly  properties  at  a  total  cost  of  £3,942.  Grants  awarded  amounted  to 

£1 ,900. 


( iii)  Rent  Act ,  1 957 


Five  applications  by  private  tenants  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  in 
res. ect  of  their  rented  accommodation  under  the  above  Act  were  received 
and  dealt  with.  Repairs  have  since  been  carried  out  in  respect  of  four  of 
the  properties.

the  new  Wayside  Council  Housing  Estate.  Arrangements 
for  site  clearance  will  follow  this  action.  16  properties 
are  the  subject  of  Section  16  or  21  action  -  Housing  Act, 

1957. 

West  View  Hospital 

The  West  View  Hospital  is  regularly  visited  and  inspected  for  vermin 
infe station. 

Hop-Pickers  Encampments 

Five  of  the  original  sire  camps  were  inspected  prior  to  and  during  use, 
including  W.C.  accommodation,  drying  room  facilities  and  refuse  disposal. 
Conditions  were  found  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory  and  huts  were  cleaned  an> 
or  limewashed  before  occupation.  The  sixth  camp  is  now  in  disuse. 

Eradication  of  Vermin 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  fleas  or  bugs  was  found  or  reported. 

Milk_ Supplie s 

There  were  six  registered  distributors  of  milk  within  the  Borough.  Tv/ 
of  the  supplies  are  Tuberculin  Tested  and/or  Pasteurised  and  four  distributor 
include  the  designation  Sterilised.
